Sept. 27 (AP)—The pol­ 
icy framers of the American legion 
entered tile business session of the 
21st annual convention today with 
a “pronouncement’’ demanding that 
congress continue in session during 
the European war crisis, but. avoided 
specific recommendation for neu­ 
trality legislation. 
Following a debate Tuesday night 
on a sub-committee's report, the 
convention foreign relations com­ 
mittee of 62 adopted unanimously an 
expression of views relating to neu­ 
trality and national preparedness, 
which Uie personnel chose to desig­ 
nate a “pronouncement” rather than 
a resolution. 
Ray Murphy, of Iowa, past n a ­ 
tional commander and committee 
chairman, said the subjects doubt­ 
less would be brought into open dis­ 
cussion at today’s meeting. 
“Tile American Legion views with 
greatest 
concern 
the 
apparently 
widespread belief tiiat this nation 
must inevitably become involved in 
the present European conflict," the 
pronouncement read. 
“We not only believe that this n a­ 
tion need not become involved, but 
insist and demand that the Presi­ 
dent x x x and the congress pursue 
a policy that while preserving the 
sovereignty and dignity of this n a­ 
tion will prevent involvement in 
this conflict. 
“Tile American Legion has always 
strenuously advocated that this n a­ 
tion pursue a policy of neutrality 
and peace. 
In the present world 
crisis world conditions may change 
so rapidly that a pronouncement 
by the American Legion at tills time 
on specific legislation may be wholly 
inadequate in the near future.*’ 
Tile committee counselled congress 
to continue in session during the 
European crisis and demanded that 
“appropriate action be taken to pre­ 
serve the peace of this nation and 
j that our armed forces be expanded 
I immediately to maintain our neu- 
i trality.” 
I 
William Green, president of the 
i American Federation of Labor and 
j one of several speakers, told the 
j Legionnaires that participation of 
I the United States in a foreign war 
would jeopardize the princples of 
freedom and democracy. 
He urged the nation to remain 
unyieldingly aloof from armed strife 
across the seas, holding itself “in 
readiness to serve in a mediation 
capacity and to render unselfish 
service when such service may be 
needed.”

Harrisburg, Sept. 27 <AP).—Depu­ 
ties in the state Department of Jus­ 
tice pored today over a legal opin­

women who work for the state but 
who are paid by the federal gov­ 
ernment, must keep out of politics. 
Attorney General Claude T. Reno 
said Lewis C. Hines, secretary of 
Labor and Industry, had asked for 
an opinion on whether the federal 
Hatch law applies to employes of 
his division of unemployment com­ 
pensation and employment service 
The law prohibits federal workers 
from engaging in political activities. 
"There was some question whether 
those employes could be construed 
as coming under tile Hatch bill,” 
said Reno. "The situation is caused 
by the fact that while they are paid 
by the federal government out of so­ 
cial security funds, they are work­ 
ing for the state. 
There seems a 
possibility that these employes do 
come under the act.”
